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GHI Board Hears Proposed 1967 Budget 
Of $ 1,627,700, Rise in Monthly Charges

A Greenbelt Homes, Inc. budget for 1967 calling for increases 
in monthly charges ranging from $1.25 to $2.50 per unit was sub¬ 
mitted by general manager Roy Breashears to the GHI board on 
Thursday, December 8. The board will consider the budget for 
final action tonight (December 15). 

The proposed budget calls for expenditures of $1,627,700 of 
which $1,455,900 would come from monthly charges to members. 
The balance would come from sources other than monthly char¬ 
ges ($146,900) and from established reserves ($25,000). 


The extra amount needed to be 
raised through monthly charges in 
1967 equals $40,600. This comes to 
an average of a little more than 
$2 per unit, with some units paying 
more and some paying less. 

The major factors accounting 
for the $40,600 rise were projected 
increases in repairs and mainten¬ 
ance ($27,100), heating ($12,900) and 
administrative and miscellaneous 
items ($5000). The budget, Brea¬ 
shears said, reflects mainly the 
effect of the general inflationary 
trend upon operations. Included in 
tile budget are the 3-4 percent pay 
raises voted its employees by the 
board in October 1966. 

Maintenance Costs Up 

Maintenance costs in the frame 
homes arc rising particularly fast, 
with an estimated additional cost 
of $21,100 in 1967. In addition to 
higher labor costs, which are re¬ 
flected in the trim paint program 
and replacement of fuel tanks and 
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cost item in the form of maintain¬ 
ing the court parking lots. For 
the frame homes alone, $6,000 is 
budgeted for this item, which pre¬ 
viously was paid for by the city. 
The 1967 budget also contemplates 
continuation of the water line re¬ 
placement program, now entering 
its fourth year, with $20,000 to 
come from the frame contingency 
reserves, and $10,000 from current 
monthly charges. 

Maintenance costs in the brick 
homes are also rising, though to 
a lesser degree. Of the additional 
cost of $6,000 anticipated in 1967, 
$3,000 is for maintenance of brick 
court parking lots. Put back into 
the budget after a lapse of a year 
is the roof-replacement program 
for flat-top masonry homes — 
$5,000 to come from brick con¬ 
tingency reserves and $5,000 from 
current monthly charges. A major 
item offsetting these increases is 
an estimated decrease in the trim 
paint program due to the fact that 
1966 was a “catch-up” year in that 
additional units were painted that 
were not due for painting until 
1967. Only 70 masonry homes are 
expected to be painted in 1967, 
against 100 in 1966. 

Heating Costs Up 

Mainly due to rising fuel oil 
prices, brick home heating costs 
are expected to rise by $7,900 and 
frame home heating costs by $5,000 
over 1966. Other contributing items 
are the rising contract work need¬ 
ed for flue and refractory work 
and rising payroll costs in general. 
The latter is also a major item 
in the rise in administration costs. 

A miscellaneous item contribu¬ 
ting to the increased budget is 
$5,000 expected to be incurred for 
legal fees in connection with the 
suit against the county school 
board. 

Drops in Expenditures 

In two major areas, the corpor¬ 
ation expects to charge members 
less in 1967 than in 1966. One is 
water costs, which are expected to 
go down some $2,500. The other is 
total taxes, which are estimated at 
some $1,900 less in 1967. 

The explanation for the tax drop 
is complicated, arising out of the 
extra *£ year’s taxes due the city 


because of a shift from calendar- 
year basis to fiscal-year basis. Last 
year the board decided to spread 
this levy evenly over a two-year 
period rather than charge the 
members the full amount in 1966. 
The amount of this extra tax, how¬ 
ever, was overestimated ,so that 
less than half the levy remains to 
be made up in the 1967 budget. 
This saving more than offsets the 
anticipated net increase in regular 
city and county taxes that will be 
paid in 1967. 

Board Discussion 

The board last Thursday made 
only one tentative change in its 
preliminary consideration of the 
budget. It decided to increase the 
revenue the sales office receives 
to compensate for services provid¬ 
ed. According to management, these 
services are not being fully covered 
by individual fees. This action 
would relieve monthly charges by 
about $5,000. 

The board devoted considerable 
discussing other v/ays" of 

relieving monthly charges. GHI 

treasurer John O’Reilly suggested 
the possibility that some items 
which were of a one-time nature 
or were closely akin to capital ex¬ 
penditures might be better finan¬ 
ced through drawing down re¬ 
serves. He particularly mentioned 
the $11,100 remaining of the extra 
\» year’s tax that GHI was plan¬ 
ning to levy against 1967 monthly 
charges. He also wondered whe¬ 
ther the $10,000 charged against 
monthly charges for frame water 
lines might more appropriately be 
charged against contingency re¬ 
serves as the item involves a long¬ 
term replacement expenditure. 

Directors Cliff Simonson and Jim 
Smith felt reluctant to dip any fur¬ 
ther into reserves in light of the 
many growing maintenance and 
replacement needs of the corpora¬ 
tion. Maintenance Superintendent 
Dave Kane had earlier outlined 
a few items which the corporation 
has not been keeping up to stan¬ 
dard. such as gutters and roofs. 

It was also noted that as the re¬ 
sult of 1966 operations, reserve mo¬ 
neys will have to be dipped into to 
cover the excess of expenditures 
over income. According to Brea¬ 
shears, actual expenditures for 
heating, maintenance, and taxes in 
1966 are expected to end up some 
$60,000 higher than anticipated at 
the beginning of the year. 

The board agreed that the sub¬ 
ject of what constitutes adequate 
reserves and how reserves should 
be used deserves special study, 
which would best be done indepen¬ 
dent of the budget.

The Recreation Department will 
sponsor a home Christmas decora¬ 
tions contest during the weeks prior 
to Christmas.

School Board Statement 
Draws Comment by GHI 

The following press release was 
issued by the Prince Georges 
Board of Education on December 
7 regarding the decision of Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc., to appeal Circuit 
Court Judge Ralph W. Powers’ 
verdict in favor of the Board’s 
selection of a senior high school 
site on parcel 2—land between the 
GHI properties and the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. 

“The Superintendent (Schmidt) 
pointed out to the Board that, 
pending the appeal, it would be 
impossible to proceed with the de¬ 
sign, planning and construction of 
the proposed senior high school to 
serve the Greenbelt community. 
Mr. Schmidt expressed the hope 
that the court would schedule an 
early date for this hearing in 
order that the matter may be re¬ 
solved and that the planning and 
construction of the school may 
proceed. The Superintendent in¬ 
dicated that he is already greatly 
disturbed that this project has 
been delayed for months and that 
it is creating a situation where 
the secondary school pupils in 
Greenbelt may be forced to go to 
a program of half-day sessions 
because of the lack of appropriate 
school facilities. The Superinten¬ 
dent indicated that his remarks 
were not intended in any way as a 
threat to the plaintiffs in the case 
but a statement of fact which he 
felt all of the citizens in the com¬ 
munity should have and that they 
should be prepared for a curtail¬ 
ment of the regular school pro¬ 
gram. Students from Greenbelt 
currently are enrolled in the High 
Point Senior High Schol which is 
already at capacity and cannot 
continue to serve the students from 
the Greenbelt area.” 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc., when 
asked to comment on the release, 
issued the following statement: 

“We too share the concern over 
the delay that has been encounter¬ 
ed in securing a new senior high 
school to serve this part of the 
county. We have been concerned 
ever since the Board of Education 
refused for a whole year to imple¬ 
ment its decision of late 1964 to 
acquire the parcel 15 site near the 
the Capital Beltway for a senior 
high school. Despite mass protests 
from citizens, it chose not to pro¬ 
ceed with condemnation action 
against parcel 15, thus making it 
impossible to have a finished senior 
high school by the fall of 1966 as 
originally planned. 

“We hope Superintendent 
Schmidt did not intend to single 
out Greenbelt students in the news 
release. The Greenbelt Senior High 
School was never intended to be 
a facility primarily for Greenbelt 
students. At present, the number 
of Greenbelt students at High 
Point Senior High School is less 
than 20% of the total enrollment 
of 2,700. 

“The decision of GHI to seek 
relief from the School Board’s de¬ 
cision to locate a large high school 
in the land-locked area between 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. and the 
Washington - Baltimore Parkway 
included the following considera¬ 
tions: 

“1. The School Board has shown 
no interest in working with other 
governmental agencies to insure 


After Lively Debate, City Defers 

Meeting Permit Ordinances

On Monday night, the City Council met for two hours in exec* 
utive session and then for three hours in open session, to discuss 
two proposed ordinances for the regulation of parades and meet¬ 
ings with especial reference to numerous amendments suggested 
by asst, city solicitor, Mel Powell. By the end of the evening the 
citizen audience of some 45 persons was still expressing great dis¬ 
satisfaction with the wording of the amended ordinances; the meet¬ 
ing was adjourned for further study and the whole subject will be 
resumed at council meeting on January 9. 


The original ordinances were 
first discussed on October 3; at 
that time both council members 
and audience were highly critical 
of certain parts and the ordinan¬ 
ces were turned over to Powell for 
revision. 

The revised ordinance would em¬ 
power the Director of Public Safe¬ 
ty, rather than the Chief of Police, 
to issue or to disapprove permits 
for meetings or parades. For the 
present time, the city manager 
would hold that position. 

Another amendment referring to 
public meetings, changes the word¬ 
ing, “public place,” to “public 
grounds in the City dedicated or 
open for such purposes to the pub¬ 
lic generally.” Two new parts were 
added to the section dealing with 
standards for issuance of permits: 
one requires that meetings “will 
not unreasonably obstruct or im¬ 
pede public travel, or interfere 
with public business of any per¬ 
son,” and the other states that a 
meeting may not be held at the 
same time and place as another 
public meeting for which a permit 
has previously been issued. (This 
is section 5, subhead 5, and is re¬ 
ferred to later.) 

A further amendment requires 
the Director of Public Safety to 
apply standards for issuance of 
permits “with uniformity of meth¬ 
od of treatment” — “free from im¬ 
proper or inappropriate considera¬ 
tion and from unfair discrimina¬ 
tion . . . ’ - 

Reasons for Ordinances 

At various times in the evening, 
council members, the city manager 
and Powell stated their positions 
on the need for the ordinances. 
Powell: “People have an absolute 
right of free speech and assembly. 
Municipalities have the right, duty 
and responsibility to regulate pub¬ 
lic meetings, assemblies, parades, 
etc., as to time, place, duration and 
manner. The use of streets must 
be controlled.” He pointed out 
that the amendments were intro¬ 
duced to clarify the language of 
the original ordinances. 

Champion: “The original major 
purpose was to .prohibit the use of 
the lake park for public meetings 
on weekends” and for that reason 
he proposed having ordinances. 
Then he found that the city could 
not do so constitutionally, and so 
Powell was asked to draw up or¬ 
dinances that would be constitu¬ 
tionally sound. 

Giese: “This ordinance is not 
meant mainly for the lake park — 
it is general . . . there has been a 
problem of regulation . . . last sum¬ 
mer there were meetings of differ¬ 
ent types and each were handled 
in a different manner because 
there were no uniform standards 
. . . the ordinances will have uni¬ 
formity and applicability . . . they 
state a right that exists and that 
the city in the past has failed to 
recognize . . . rather than denying

the early construction of a road 
network that would adequately 
serve the new school complex. 

“2. Without a perimeter road to 
properly service the school the 
traffic generated primarily by the 
Senior High School would serious¬ 
ly overtax Greenbelt’s residential 
road network and cause incalcul¬ 
able harm to the members of GHI 
and other residents of Greenbelt. 

“3. The location of a high school 
on parcel 2 is contrary to Green- 
belt’s Master Plan and seriously 
threatens our main objective of 
maintaining an orderly planned 
community that is a desirable and 
safe place for our children as well 
as all citizens.” 


H. Chasanow New Prexy 
Of Democratic Club 

In a quiet and brief meeting, 
held in the Co-op hospitality room 
Wednesday, Nov. 30, the Green¬ 
belt Democratic Club elected As¬ 
sistant State Attorney Howard 
Chasanow as its new president. 
He replaces Walter (“Bud”) Dean 
who is planning to move to Laurel, 
following his marriage earlier this 
year. 

Chasanow, who served as vice 
president of the retiring board, is 
the only one of its members to be 
re-elected. Other new officers are 
city council member Francis White 
as vice president, Gerald Gough 
replacing Mildred Don Bullion as 
treasurer and Lisa Stevenson re¬ 
placing Margaret Baldovin as sec¬ 
retary. The only election contested 
was that of Gough, who won over 
the incumbent treasurer by 19 to 
7 votes. 

The meeting contrasted sharply 
with last year’s stormy election, 
when a large number of new mem¬ 
bers joined in an attempt to elect 
a new leadership. The attempt 
was unsuccessful, but its effects 
were still evident in Wednesday’s 
meeting. Both the new president 
and Lou Pohoryles from the au¬ 
dience deplored the general apathy 
of local Democrats towards their 
club, following the split in their 
ranks, and the consequent lack of 
effectiveness of the club. One re¬ 
sult of this was that no Greenbelt 
resident has been a major nominee 
for public office in the past elec¬ 
tion, and none was elected. 

Chasanow, as new president, in¬ 
dicated that he wished to heal the 
split, and to restore attendance 
by providing a choice variety of 
guest speakers, including top coun¬ 
ty officials. And in a final note, 
retiring secretary Margaret Bal¬ 
dovin expressed her hope that 
future motings will again provide 
their audience with refreshments, 
and offered to pass the custody of 
the club’s coffee urn, presently 
kept in her home, to whomever 
might be in charge of this detail.

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Cat-Defenders Reply 


Beea^'se of space limitations , we are presenting below some repre¬ 
sentative excerpts from the numerous letters received on the cat 
controversy. 

When we suggested that the City Council review its present animal 
ordinance, we made some alternate proposals. We believe these would 
allow the community protection and also permit the cats some outdoor 
exercise. At present, complying with the law would deny this to the 
average cat. Few cats can tolerate a leash and most Greenbelt yards 
have trees etc. which would prohibit tethering because of the possibility 
of hanging itself would be too great. Naturally fences of the height 
allowed in most of Greenbelt would not contain a cat. 

The reference to cats “live and let live” applied to their reaction to 
people. Many times an approaching dog on a path or sidewalk can be 
a threat to a child. Rarely is this the case with a cat. They tend to 
avoid argument unless attacked. 

In the proposals to the Council it was suggested that all cats 
CONTINUE to be licensed but that the unneutered male pay the same fee 
as an unspayed female (5.00). The present fees for animal licenses are 
$2.00 for a male or spayed dog, $1.00 for a male or spayed cat, and $5.00 
for an unspayed female — cat or dog. The unneutered male cat is re¬ 
sponsible for the night howling and spraying odors. The change in fees 
would encourage neutering.

The letters from Patricia Lawrence and the Bridges mentioned some 
problems about cats which, in our proposals to the council, we attempted 
to solve. Miss Keene was not alone at the council meeting. A group of 
cat owners asked her to be spokesman, and she consented. 

There is a type of small mammal the cat is adept at eliminating- 
liarmful rodents - and for this the cat has been appreciated. 

A word about sandboxes and gardens: my children have a sandbox 
and the cats don’t use it. There is a cover to protect it from the weather 
and this is usually in place when the children are not playing in the 
sandbox. As surely as I forget the cover, it rains! Secondly, I like to 
garden, and despite the fact that the cats use it for you-know-what, I 
have not had a plant or shrub suffer for it. 

Some cats can acclimate themselves to being kept inside. These are 
usually pedigreed cats into which this has been bred. A study made in 
England proved that cats kept inside have a shorter life expectancy. 
A cat outside on a leash is almost sure to be hanged or strangled. A 
leash short enough to preclude these possibilities will allow no exercising. 
To confine a cat, or leash it, is cruelty! 

A certain amount of roaming in the neighborhod is a cat’s nature. 
Understanding neighbors help. If my cat offends a neighbor, I like to 
know, in order to correct the situation, Other cat owners of my acquain¬ 
tance feel the same. _

Mrs. Lawrence and Mr. and Mrs. Bridge, have missed the whole 
point of our proposals. We are opposed to the promiscuous prowl- 
ling of diseased animals, animals with no real home who wander from 
door to door for handouts, animals with no kitty litter pans of their 
own. animals that have been abused by children until they are unsafe 
in the community. On the other hand, we want sensible regulations that 
will ensure happiness and health for our pets and that will protect the 
community from inconsiderate animal owners. 

Never did we propose no license fees, and we agree that all cats 
and dogs should have rabies innoculations. 

I would like to say a bit on Mrs. Lawrence’s letter, since she ad¬ 
dresses it to me. We made five specifiic proposals for cat control: cats 
roaming at large wear collar and tag; any other cats be impounded; cats 
be confined at night; complaints against individual cats be in writing 
and the owner notified; unneutered male cats pay the same higher fee 
as unspayed females. 

Our last proposal would meet many of the problems to which she 
refers, such as offensive odors, night howling, and some gardening prob¬ 
lems, although I do think she exaggerates them. 

There was a more serious thing in Mrs. Lawrence’s letter. We made 
a long statement to the Council. Extracts were quoted in the News Re¬ 
view. Mrs. Lawrence picked five words at random from several different 
phrases in a forty-six word quote to accuse me of saying “cats do not 
attack children.” We told Council that we did not intend to make ex¬ 
travagant statements on cats and were well aware that there are insane 
cats, cats driven to frenzy by teasing, excited cats that would bite, but 
that we want these cases considered on an individual basis. 

We do, however, admit to loving animals, and birds too.

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PROBLEMS ABOUT PERIMETER RD. 
STILL BOG SCHOOL SITE ISSUE

No new developments have been reported on the location of a 
proposed perimeter road which the city feels is needed to help 
siphon off the expected heavy traffic that will be created by the 
three-school complex on parcel 2 — the land-locked area between 
Ridge Road and the Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 


Such a perimeter road has been 
designated in the Master Plans 
prepared by the city and the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission. The Green¬ 
belt Advisory Board pointed out 
that a perimeter road “is of abso¬ 
lute necessity for proper develop¬ 
ment of parcels 1 and 2 and to ser¬ 
vice the three-school complex with¬ 
out destroying existing Greenbelt.” 

The MNCPPC is still waiting 
for the Prince Georges Board of 
Education’s plat plan recommenda¬ 
tions which will show the exact 
location of the schools and road¬ 
ways on parcel 2, including the 
perimeter road. When it receives 
the final school plat and survey, 
MNCPPC will reserve the neces¬ 
sary rights of way and dedication 
of land. 

The Board of Education announ¬ 
ced last week that it has suspended 
design and planning work on the 
senior high school because of the 
pending suit by Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. to enjoin the school board from 
constructing a senior high school 
on parcel 2. A major consideration 
by GHI in filing suit was that 
without a perimeter road, the 3- 
school complex would overburden 
Greenbelt’s residential roads and 
endanger pedestrian safety. 

GHI spokesmen note that the on¬ 
ly access roads would be narrow, 
two-lane streets, more than a mile 
from the nearest major artery. All 
school bus and other school traffic 
would have to traverse a residen¬ 
tial area thickly populated with 
small children. 

The Board of Education origin¬ 
ally rejected the parcel 2 site be¬ 
cause of this lack of road access 
and approved the parcel 15 site 
near the Capital Beltway which 
had been designated on the master 
plans prepared by the MNCPPC 
and the city. 

From the start, the perimeter 
road has posed two major prob¬ 
lems : one was its location and 
the other its cost. 

Location 

The master plans generally call 
for the perimeter road to start 
in Springhill Lake, cross the Capi¬ 
tal Beltway, parallel the northern 
boundary of the city and then cut 
south through parcels 1 and 2. 
crossing the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway and intersecting with 
Glenn Dale Road just west of NA¬ 
SA. The city’s plan calls for a 
merger with the NASA inter¬ 
change while the MNCPPC plan 
calls for an overpass with no inter¬ 
change. The former approach may 
be more difficult to achieve be¬ 
cause NASA is most adamant a- 
bout keeping the existing inter¬ 
change a private one. 

In January 1966, the three-school 
complex was relocated on parcel 2 
in such a way as to block the path 
of the perimeter road as mapped 
out by MNCPPC. In light of this 
reshuffling, MNCPPC officials sub¬ 
mitted to the school board a new 
plat with an alternate perimeter 
road. School Engineer Elliot Ro¬ 
bertson unveiled this plat at the 
meeting of March 24, 1966 when 
the school board made a final deci¬ 
sion to select the parcel 2 site. 

Under this new plan, the peri¬ 
meter road would start at Glenn 
Dale road near NASA, cross the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway, 
pass by Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Ad¬ 
ministration Building, and then 
parallel GHI’s boundary behind the 
42, 44, 46, and 48 courts of Ridge 
Road to Northway extended. It 
would then continue north through 
parcel 1 and parallel the city’s nor¬ 
thern boundaries till Kenilworth 
Ave. 

A status report on the Greenbelt 
Senior High School in the middle of 
June (News Review, June 23, 1966) 
revealed that MNCPPC was still 
waiting for the return of the plat. 
At that time the delay was attribu¬ 
table to the fact that parts of the 
perimeter road would have to cross 
school property. 


In mid-July, the city received for 
comment a preliminary plat plan 
of the school board’s for develop¬ 
ment of the three-school complex. 
No provision was contained in the 
plan for a perimeter road. The on¬ 
ly roads shown were extensions of 
Hamilton Place and of North way 
(the current road to the landfill). 

This preliminary plat plan divi¬ 
ded the 61.5-acre tract into three 
sections: a 10-acre site located on 
Northway extended, at a point clo¬ 
sest to Ridge Rd., to be used for 
an elementary school; a junior 
high school site of 19.77 acres, ad¬ 
jacent to the Hamilton PI. offices 
of GHI; and a 31.63-acre site for 
a senior high school near the sani¬ 
tary landfill and behind the Metho¬ 
dist Church. 

Apparently the plan intended to 
exit the high school and elemen¬ 
tary school traffic onto North way 
while Junior High School traffic 
would be routed through Hamilton 
PI. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board studied the School Board's 
plat and found it unacceptable 
(APB Report #65) inasmuch as 
there were no dedicated roads and 
no alternate way for school traf¬ 
fic to exit in a direct manner out 
of town. The APB recommended 
that a perimeter road be located 
on the eastern side of the school 
property (near the land-fill). In 
addition, it recommended an access 
road to the school property by an 
extension of Eastwav between the 
42 and 44 courts of Ridge. 

On October 3, 1966 the City 

Com: cij ^.apuxoyeU unanimously the 
APB Report and forwarded it to 
the MNCPPC. 

Last week, a MNCPPC staff 
member told the News Review 
that recommdenations from the 
School Board concerning the loca¬ 
tion of the perimeter road had not 
as yet been received. When con¬ 
tacted by the News Review, a 
Board of Education staff member 
reported that the “intent to locate 
a road on the west side of the 
school complex has not been chang¬ 
ed.” He indicated that plans were 
now being held up because of the 
GHI suit. 

Cost 

MNCPPC officials estimate the 
cost of a four-lane perimeter road 
as $125,000 to $150,000 a mile; where 
the grades are problems, the cost 
is roughly $150,000 to $200,000 a 
mile. 

The city always anticipated that 
part of the cost of the perimeter 
road would be assessed against ad¬ 
joining private owners, a proce¬ 
dure that is usual in such pro¬ 
jects. With the school board now 
becoming a major adjoining owner, 
a new factor has entered the pic¬ 
ture. The school board has taken 
the position that the city must 
bear the responsibility, as the 
board would not pay for any offsite 
streets. 

City officials feel that it would 
be prohibitive for the city to pick 
up the school board’s share of costs 
as well as its own. Also ques¬ 
tioned is the fairness of the situa¬ 
tion whereby Greenbelt would bear 
the brunt of the road costs for a 
senior high school, a majority of 
whose students will be coming 
from outside Greenbelt. 

The city’s APB in report #63, 
dated May 2, 1966, stressed the 
need for Federal, State, county 
and/or school board help in bring¬ 
ing the perimeter road into reali¬ 
zation. It suggested that since 
State and county agencies have 
contributed to the problems con¬ 
fronting Greenbelt — the dissec¬ 
tion by major highways, the three- 
school complex, and the granting of 
higher densities than w’as original¬ 
ly planned — they should now lend 
Greenbelt a helping hand. It was 
suggested that the perimeter road 
could be designated as a county 
or State road. 
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Meeting Ordinances

any rights, they are a guarantee 
of those rights.” 

All the councilmen referred to 
the need for the city authorities to 
know in advance when meetings 
were to take place, so that law 
and order could be maintained. 

Citizens Objections 
About a dozen citizens used the 
microphone to voice their individ¬ 
ual objections to the amended or¬ 
dinances. Nearly all criticized the 
terms “meeting” and “assembly” as 
being too vague. For example: 
when teenage boys gather at night 
outside High’s do they constitute 
a meeting, and do they interfere 
with “business,” as defined under 
the standards for issuance of per¬ 
mits? Similarly, if housewives 
picketed the foodstore, would they 
be an assembly and could they be 
arrested for interfering with busi¬ 
ness? Is a group of people waiting 
at the bus stop an assembly? 

Many thought the ordinance 
should really be called a criminal 
statute, since there are provisions 
for arrest and fines. 

James Carter suggested the 
phrase, “organized meeting with a 
distinct leader,” should be used. 
Alan Lenchek warned that the 
wording should be very exact — 
that the language would be taken 
literally rather than the intent of 
the ordinance. Milton Hoffman 
thought the ordinance was not spe¬ 
cific enough and that there already 
exist regulations for any violation 
of the moral code: “If you pass this 
ordinance you are going to make 
Greenbelt look silly” (Applause) 
A1 Herling criticized the wording 
of the preface — “it rubs me the 
wrong way.” He suggested that 
you cannot regulate meetings, but 


you can regulate the holding of 
meetings. Perhaps it should read, 
“An ordinance to guarantee orderly 
use of public places for free 
speech.” Lawrence Goldberg: 
“Let’s make the language of the 
ordinance as accurate as possible.” 

Many thought there are loop¬ 
holes in the wording so that dis¬ 
liked groups could be denied a 
permit on a technicality. Wayne 
Horman of the Peace in Vietnam 
organization felt that controversial 
political groups could easily be ex¬ 
cluded under a literal interpreta¬ 
tion of the ordinance and directly 
accused two of the councilmen of 
having this intent. He was cau¬ 
tioned to address his remarks to 
the chair. He said, “You are try¬ 
ing to do something unconstitu¬ 
tional and make it appear constitu¬ 
tional, and hope we don’t take it 
to the courts.” 

Many citizens said they under¬ 
stood Council’s problem and the in¬ 
tent of the ordinance, but never¬ 
theless felt that the ordinance, as 
written, did not achieve its pur¬ 
pose. Council members listened 
with interest to all speakers, and 
frequently asked them to offer pos¬ 
itive suggestions. A point agreed 
on by both citizens and Council 
was that the term “public meet¬ 
ing" needed to be clearly defined. 

Constitutionality 

Edward Genn, a D.C. lawyer who 
has voluntarily represented the A- 
merican Civil Liberties Union in 
the past, was present in the aud¬ 
ience. After all citizens had spo¬ 
ken, council waived the rule and 
permitted him, though not a citi¬ 
zen, to speak. It was then mid¬ 
night 

Genn electrified the tired audi¬ 
ence with his forceful statements

of the non-constitutionality of the 
entire ordinance. He asserted that 
“there is not one case heard by 
the Supreme Court that will uphold 
the constitutionality of this ordin¬ 
ance on meetings. The whole thrust 
of this ordinance is wrongly direc¬ 
ted — the burden of proof is on 
the proponent This ordinance re¬ 
strains free speech before it takes 
place. If you want to restrain 
free speech you do it after the 
fact” 

The key word to him was “per¬ 
mit”. He stated that a permit is 
the same as a license and one can¬ 
not license free speech. “The dis¬ 
cussion of ideas is the very guts of 
our society — and that is why we 
are all here at this moment.” 

When asked what wording would 
be constitutional and at the same 
time satisfy the need of the city to 
know when meetings would take 
place and to maintain order, he re¬ 
plied that the city could enact a 
statute requiring prior notification 
(or reservation) for meetings of, 
say, 100 people (the number to be 
decided by the council) with the 
imposition of fine for failure to so 
notify. The same statute would 
deny registration to any group 
desiring to meet at the same time 
in the same place. Existing stat¬ 
utes and laws of the city and state 
are adequate to take care of any 
problems arising while the meet¬ 
ings are in progress. In other 
words, the only portion of the or¬ 
dinance on meetings that has val¬ 
idity is Section 5, subhead 5 (see 
above); to him, the rest of the or¬ 
dinance is unconstitutional. 

He stated that there is a Sup¬ 
reme Court precedent for a similar 
ordinance in the case of parades 
only (Cox vs. New Hampshire in 
1941), and that the proposed or¬ 
dinance on parades could probably 
be sustained, therefore.
